Stolen and lost notes are generally 
long absentees. The former usually 
make their appearance soon after a 
great horse race or other sporting 
event, altered or so disguised as to 
deceive bankers, to whom the Bank 
of England furnishes a list of the 
number and dates Of all stolen notes. 

Bank notes have been known to 
light pipes, to wrap up snuff, and to 
be used as curl-papers; and British 
tars, mad with rum and prize money, 
have not infrequently, in time of 
war, made sandwiches of them be- 
tween bread and butter. 

Carclessness gives the bank enor- 
mous profits against which the loss 
of a mere note is but a trifle. In the 
forty years between 1792 and 1832 
there were outstanding notes of the 
Bank of England, presumed to have 
been lost or destroyed, amounting to 
over £1,330,000, every shilling of 
which was clear profit to the bank,—

Formaldehyde is 
Not Doped. 


That there is absolutely no evidence 
of any adulteration in formaldehyde 
samples submitted for tests is contain- 
ed in a message from Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture H, A, Craig. The dis- 
patch follows : 


LZ ‘Early last week the provincial de- 
y I 


partamsent of agriculture received nu- 
merous reports from varicus points of 
the provinde that seed treated with 
formaldehyde was not germinating. 
Immediately the department secured 
samples, treated seed and had it placed 
in germinators by Prof. Cutler at the 
university and by the agronomists at 
the schools of agriculture. Chemical 
tests were also commenced by the 
provincial analyst, Mr. Kelso, Reports 


of five day's germination tests of seed 
treated with formalin from 25 differ- 
ent parts of the province shéwé seed 
of high germination and strong vital- 
ity. Nineteen samples at the univer- 
sity tested an average of 98 per cent 
for treated seed as against 99 per cent 
for untreated seed of similar kind and 
origin. The provincial analyst states : 
“T find no evidence of adulteration of 
any kind whatever in the samples sub- 
mitted to me for analysis.” Fron the 
evidenee at hand the departinent feels 
absolutely safe in stating that forma- 
lin has not been adulterated and will 
not result in injury to seed, if fresh, 
clean formaldehyde is used at the rate 
of one pound to forty gallons of wat- 
er.
